Nancy Ripperger. Nancy Ripperger joined the staff of the Office of Chief Disciplinary Counsel in February 2003.  As 
staff counsel for the Office of Chief Disciplinary Counsel Ms. Ripperger investigates and prosecutes complaints made against 
Missouri attorneys.  Ms. Ripperger graduated cum laude from the University of Missouri Law School in 1992.  Prior to attending 
law school Ms. Ripperger worked in mid-Missouri as a bank examiner for the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation for four 
years.  After completing law school, Ms. Ripperger clerked for the Honorable Ann K. Covington of the Missouri Supreme Court.  
She then went to work for Husch & Eppenberger, LLC in its Jefferson City office and worked there until February 2003.  While 
with Husch & Eppenberger Ms. Ripperger was a litigator who handled commercial litigation, professional licensure litigation and 
appellate work. 
 
Alan D. Pratzel.  Mr. Pratzel is an attorney in private practice in the City of St. Louis.  He is a graduate of the 
Washington University School of Law.  Since 1985, he has served as the Special Representative for the Region XI Disciplinary 
Committee (previously known as the 22nd Judicial Circuit Bar Committee).  That Committee has responsibility for the 
investigation of alleged ethical violations concerning attorneys who either reside or office in the City of St. Louis.    Mr. Pratzel 
is also a member of the Professionalism Committee of the Missouri Bar.  He has spoken at numerous seminars regarding the 
professionalism, the ethical responsibilities of lawyers and the disciplinary process in the State of Missouri and the City of St.
